1 . According to paper filed on Sep. 17, 2010, the applicants have elected group I. The 
applicants have also canceled claims 8-17, amended claims 1 and 7 and furthermore, 
have added new claims 18 and 19.

Claims 1-7, 18 and 19, renumbered as claims 1-9, are allowed since the instant process 
for preparing cabergoline (I) is neither disclosed nor obvious over the prior art. In the 
prior art, Candiani ( U.S. Patent 5,382,669 ) discloses a process for preparing 
cabergoline ( see claims ). However, the process of Candiani differs from the instant 
process and furthermore, there is no teaching, suggestion or motivation in the prior art 
to modify the process of Candiani to arrive at the instant process.
